SPRINGFIELD, Mo., Jan. 
4. — Southwestern 
Missouri 
wore the grim aspect of a 
seething war sector today as 
thousands 
of 
armed 
men 
combed the countryside in a

brothers, 
wanted tor the barbaric mas­ 
sacre of six peace officers. 
But, despite the mobiliza­ 
tion of all the state’s man- 
searching forcer and the use 
of every method of modern 
science, to track the killers 
down, it appeared that the 
brothers, 
Harry, 
Jennings 
and 
Paul, 
had 
cunningly 
eluded their pursuers. 
Innum erable tips regarding the 
fugitives’ w hereabouts flooded po 
lice and sheriff’s headquarters and 
kept some 10,000 official and un­ 
official hunters occupied in running 
them down. 
But, none of the re­ 
ports produced a concrete clew to 
the trail of th e wanton despera­ 
does. 
Still, th ere w ere indications that 
the Young brothers, whose careers 
have rivalled the depredations of 
Jesse 
Jam es 
and 
the 
notorious 
Q uantrell gang of Civil W ar days, 
m ay still be in Missouri and the 
hopes of capturing them alive in­ 
cited the man-1)unters to renewed 
efforts. 
M eanwhile, a com m unity, shocked 
by the bloody outrage, prepared to 
bury the six victim s, Sheriff Mar­ 
tel H endrix and five other officers 
who were m owed down by 
rifle, 
shotgun and m achine gun fire when 
they went to a farm house six m iles 
from here to a rre st H arry Young 
on a two-year-old m urder charge.

K. Gandhi, Indian nationalist 
leader now in jail for the 
fourth time in his career as 
champion of Indian freedom, 
will probably be denied trial 
by the British authorities. 
International News Service was 
inform ed by reliable governm ent 
authority th at all possible steps 
will be taken to prevent his trial,

, first m ajor supply bill of this ses­ 
sion reported to th e house today, 
the D em ocratic m ajority slashed 
President

budget

It was the urgent deficiency bill, 
carrying $125,886,262, and provid­ 
ing appropriations for the current 
fiscal year of $50,000,000 for feder­ 
al-state 
roads 
construction, 
and 
$46,872,975 for the v eteran s’ ad­ 
m inistration. am ong lesser item s. 
T he federal public! building pro­ 
gram deficiency estim ate was cut 
$3,000,000 to $17,000,000. 
An

m ended by the appropriations com­ 
m ittee m akes up a deficit in the 
post office d ep artm en t occasioned 
by th e shorter work w eek for rail­ 
way mail clerks.

As th e cell doors of “G andhi’s 
room ” in the Y eravda jail at Poona 
closed behind the agod leader of 
India’s fight for political freedom, 
his followers declared a hart el, or 
general strike, effective Im m ediate­ 
ly throughout Bombay and soon to 
be followed throughout the coun 
try.A few hours la ter th e governm ent 
struck again, Issuing an em ergency; 
ordinance en^powering the 
Bon*- 
bay and Bengal 
governm ents 
to 
“control’’ and a rre st if necessary 
all persons suspected of “acting in; 
a 
m anner 
prejudicial 
to 
public! 
safety and peace 
and 
furthering 
such prejudicial m ovem ents.” 
In 
other 
provinces 
ordinances i 
w ere effected sim ilarly curbing a1 
m ost every activity of national­ 
ists. 
T hese included the “unlawful 
instigation” ordinance, sim ilar to 
tire frontier ordinance, and the un­ 
lawful association” ordinances, em­ 
pow ering the rajah to declare un­ 
lawful any association or political!

T here w as one sign of slight re 
lenting on the part of the B ritish : 
governm ent. It. was announced the 
viceroy, the E arl of W illingdon, j 
w as now willing to receive a rep­ 
resentative of the m oderates depu 
tation.

COLUMBUS, 0., Jan. 4 —Forty 
questions. No more, no less. Just 
forty questions have been put to 
Dr. B. O. Skinner, state director of 
education 
by

School Protective League. 
The questions are asked, accord­ 
ing to the league, “in the high 
hope of enlisting Dr. 
Skinner’s 
sym pathy and aid in saving our 
schools.” They are not concocted, 
it was said, with any desire to em- 
barass the director of education. 
The letter in which the ques­ 
tionnaire is contained warns the 
director of education “that what 
would be good politically for coun­ 
ty superintendents m ight not al­ 
ways be good for the schools.”
